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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Application 

1. Applicant's amendment dated 28 November 2005 has been received and entered into the 
application; however, an action on the merits has not been provided due to defects in 
Applicant's response. 

In Applicant's amendment, claims 49-51 were amended, and new claims 59-111 were 
added. Applicant's remarks (page 8-9) attempt to provide support for the newly added subject 
matter. Applicant's listing of page and paragraph numbers to identify portions of the 
specification that provide such support is unclear and inaccurate. For example, on page 8 
Applicant cites "page 11, paragraph 22" as providing support for claims 59 and 84, however the 
cited text actually appears in paragraph 24. As another example, on page 8 Applicant cites 
"page 13, paragraph 24" as also providing support for claims 59 and 84, however the cited text 
actually appears in paragraph 26. 

Due to the large number of claims added, and the large number of paragraphs cited 
incorrectly, the examiner is unable to clearly examine the newly added claims because it is 
impossible to determine where Applicant asserts support to be found in the specification. 

Accompanying this communication are the five versions of the Specification and 
amendments to the Specification present in the case. As noted in the Office Action dated 07 
January 2005, the Specification amendments filed on 28 September 2004 include incorrect 
paragraph numbers. 

In response to this communication Applicant is required to submit a supplemental 
response, clearly identifying where in the Specification support can be found for any claim 
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amendments or newly added claims, citing accurate reference and page numbers. Applicant is 
reminded not to add new matter. 

2. The claims are objected to for lacking clear antecedent basis in the specification.
